The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Vaccaro (US Pat. No. 
6,102,950) is an intervertebral implant that has inserts which may be raised up out of the cage 
element and into the surrounding vertebrae. The claims require that the insert component must 
be inserted into the cage element itself. Vaccaro's inserts (50) are located within the upper 
surface of the cage element (20) and do not extend into the interior of the cage element.
